EVERBEARING CUCUMBER. 


CUCUMBERS. 


The first planting should be made early in May on partly 
spent hot-beds; inverted sods form an excellent medium for both 
planting on and for carrying the young plants to their permanent 
location, or small pots can be used. Such plantings are usually 
ready for transplanting to the open ground in from three to four 
weeks. and are seldom troubled with the striped bug. Transplant- 
ing, when practical, should be done in the evening, into hills four 
feet apart each way. Thin out toabout four plants to a hill when 
established. The seed may be planted in hills late in May, thus 
giving a succession. For pickles, plant during the last two weeks 
of June. Plaster Dust, or an infusion of Hellebore powder in water 
will destroy the striped bug. One ounce will plant about 50 hills.

Mush-rooms may be grown in cel- 
lars, houses; sheds, or under green- 
house benches.

| | get wet. Then begin to make the bed by spreading thin layers 
| | of the mixture, and pound each firm, until you have in all a depth 
of eight to ten inches; leave it thus for a few days until the heat 
runs up to 100 degrees or over and then declines to 90 degrees; 
when this point is reached it is ready for spawning, which is done 
by making holes, three or four inches deep and 12 inches apart 
each way; into each hole put a piece of spawn about as large.as 
a hen’s egg and fill in the hole with compost. At the end of 10 or

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on which we venture a few suggestions. The first requisite is RELIABLE SEEDS; we spare no pains or expense to 

procure the VERY BEST. A trial of our seeds will do more to establish this fact than any statement by us would be 

likely todo. Having obtained the seeds desired for planting, procure suitable boxes or pans, in the bottom of which put 
pieces of broken pots for drainage, and fill with fine, porus soil; level it carefully and press lightly, so that a comparatively smooth 
surface may be obtained. Water the surface with a flne hose, and sow the seed as evenly as possible. Cover with a light, fine soil 
to a depth twice the diameter of the seed. Very fine seeds require little or no covering at all, a mere pressing into the soil in many 
cases being sufficient. A pane of glass or piece of paper should be put over them after sowing, to retain the moisture, which will 
generally be sufficient to insute germination, and will prevent the soil from crusting over. If they should get dry, however, it will 
be better to water from the bottom, by standing the pan a few minutes in water, as top-watering is very apt to wash up the seeds 
and leave them uncovered on the surface. All seedlings and young plants should be kept as near the glass as possible, and as soon 
as they are fit to handle they should be transplanted.

It is unnecessary to say much about these lovely, fragrant 
flowers, their universal favoritism being well established. The 
seed should be sown as early as the ground can be worked in the 
spring. to enable the vines to get a good, strong growth before the 
warm weather comes. Prepare the ground by thoroughly work- 
ing ina large quantity of well-rotted manure. Make a trench 6 
inches deep; in this sow the seed and cover 2 inches deep. As 
soon as the plants begin to show through, fill in the trench to near 
the top of the shools, and continue until the trench is level with 
the sides; this will secure a deep planting without the bad effects 
of deep covering of the seed at first, and so enable the plants to 
bloom continually through the heat of summer. As the flowers 
come into full bloom they should be cut off, for if the pods are 
allowed to form, the plants will stop blooming.

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WHEN TO SPRAY AND WHAT TO USE. 


The following brief directions for the spraying of Fruits and Vegetables have been compiled as the 
result of several years’ experimenting with different materials, and it is believed they can be followed with- 


out injury to the crops and with profit to the owner. 


It will pay to spray all fruit plants early in the spring with copper sulphate solution, and the second 


and third applications, as given, can generally be made with profit. 


Never spray with arsenites while the trees 


are in blossom, as the bees will be poisoned; they are necessary to fertilize the flowers. 


Bordeaux Mixture. Copper Sulphate, 6 pounds; quick-lime, 
4 pounds; water, 40 gallons. 

Dissolve the copper sulphate by putting it in a bag of coarse 
cloth, and hanging this in a vessel holding at least four gallons, so 
that it is just covered by the water. Use an earthen or wooden 
vessel; slake the lime in an equal amount of water, then mix the 
two, and add enough water to make 40 gallons. It is then ready 


for immediate use. For rots, molds, mildews, and all fungous 


diseases. 

Paris Green. Paris Green, one pound; water 250 gallons. 
If this mixture is to be on peach trees, one pound of quick-lime 
should be added. Repeated applications will injure most foliage, 
unless lime is added. Paris Green and Bordeaux Mixture can be 
applied together with perfect safety. The action of neither is 
weakened, and the Paris Green loses all caustic properties. For 
insects which chew. 

Copper Sulphate Solution. Copper Sulphate, 1 pound; water, 
25 gallons.

Dilute with water, so that the kerosene will be 1-15th 
to 1-25th of the entire mixture. If properly prepared, it can be 
used with safety upon nearly all plants, except squashes, melons, 
cucumbers, and others of a squash family. A remedy for all
